Trade.—The Oversea imports during January were valued at £3,859,970, 
and show an increase of £516,602, or 15-4 per cent., as compared with 
the corresponding month of last year The total for seven months, 
July to January, 1918-19, was £24,873,684, an increase of £7,831,346, 
or nearly 46 per cent., in comparison with the corresponding period in 
1917-18. 

The Oversea exports during February amounted to £6,070,369, 
being an increase of £2,513,351, or 70°6 per cent., as compared with 
the corresponding month of last year. For the eight months, July 
to Febuary, 1918-19, there was an increase of £6,004,397, or 24:1 
per cent. compared with the same period for 1917-18. 


Imports at Sydney.—Excluding the value of the imports from State ports, 
the articles imported, Interstate, at the port of Sydney, in March, 
were valued at £1,113,666. The following is a summary of the imports 
during the month :—

During the nine months ended March, 1919, 
the Interstate imports were valued at £14,199,023. 


Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for March show that the net 
revenue for the month was £1,883,123, or £226,401 more than in 
March of last year, an increase of 13:6 per cent. During the nine 
months ended 31st March, the revenue was £15,852,088, being 
£2,018,864, or nearly 14-6 per cent. more than the corresponding 
period of the last financial year,

On the 3lst March, 1919, the Consolidated Revenue Account was 
in debit to the amount of £1,410,289. 


Banks.—The principle features disclosed by the banking averages for the 
quarter ended 3ist March are decreases in current aceounts and in cash 
held, with a substantial increase in advances made. Compared with the 
corresponding period of last year, there was an increase of £3,596,923 
in current accounts, and in deposits as a whole of £12,077,484, the 
figures being inclusive of Savings Bank deposits—interest bearing—of the 
Commonwealth Bank of Australia. Reserves of coin and bullion ‘exhibit 
a decrease of £484,471 during the year, and of £124,017, on the quarter’s 
transactions, Advances increased by £17,899,370 during the year, and 
during the quarter by £1,390,618. The proportion of cash, bullion, 
and notes, to total liabilities now stands at 24:1 per cent. as compared 
with 26°7 per cent. in March, last year. Included in the cash held is 
an amount of £12,128,394 Australian notes, as against £10,396,798 for 
the previous year. 


Savings Banks—In the two institutions operating in New South Wales 
there were 946,460 depositors, having £43,094,491 on deposit at the 
end of 1918, The deposits show a decrease during the quarter of 
£389,080, The average amount to the credit of each depositor was 
£45 10s. &d., which is 17s, 6d. per head less than at the end of the 
previous quarter, and the average per inhabitant was £22°%s. 


Railways.—The report on railways for the quarter ended 31st March shows 
that in comparison with the corresponding quarter of last year, the 
earnings increased by £100,933, and the expenditure by £124,333. 
During the period there was an increase of £48,069 train miles run, 
while the number of passengers carried decreased by 2,072,264. Rela- 
tively the earnings increased by 33d., and the expenditure by 54d. per 
train mile. 

The total earnings of all lines of Tramways during the quarter 
amounted to £569,545, and the working expenses to £470,756, leaving 
a surplus of £98,789. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during March, 1919, was 3,825 oz. 
crude, equal to 3,714 oz. fine, valued at £15,777, and showed a decrease 
of 3,411 oz. fine, and £14,488 in value, compared with March of last 
year. The value of gold produced during the three months was 
£57,716, and exhibited a decrease of 6,066 oz. fine and £25,770 in 
value in the figures for the corresponding period of last year. 


Land Selections.—During March, 155 applications were made for 180,277 
acres under the Crown Lands Acts; and 88,256 acres, representing 177 
blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which include areas 
set apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year the 
number of ‘applications has been 402, and the area applied for 422,659 
acres. The original -area gazetted for residential settlement since the 
Ist January is 214,679 acres, representing 336 blocks, 
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Cost of Living, Sydney,—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 56) as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries, it 
appears that in March, 1919, prices were 51:2 per cent. higher than 
in July, 1914 ; 11:1 per cent. higher than in March, 1918; and 1-2 per 
cent. higher than in the preceding month, February, 1919. 


Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
March, 1919, 69-6 per cent. higher than in July, 1914; 0-4 per 
cent. lower than in March, 1918; and 2:0 per cent. dearer than in 
February, 1919.

Meat prices were higher generally than in February, although pork 
was cheaper. Increased prices ruled for bread, butter, cheese, and 
eggs, while potatoes were slightly lower in price. 


Meteorology.—The rain received during March was above the average at 
seattered places in the north-eastern and coastal districts of the State, 
where some very good falls were recorded due to tropical activity, but 
elsewhere the totals were, on the whole, poor and below normal. The 
western districts of New South Wales again experienced dry conditions, 
and at numerous centres, especially the areas near the Darling River 
in the extreme north-east, no rain whatever was received. Although 
the eastern districts fared favourably, the rain in places was light and 
scattered, some stations recording but a few points. 


A disturbance of cyclonic severity visited the north coast during the 
month, and caused excessive rains, exceeding 13 inches at some of 
the Zcoastal towns, notably Tweed Heads, Tabulam, Coff’s Habour, 
Byron Bay, etc. 


Moderately warm to hot temperatures were mostly experienced in the 
daytime, with cool nights, 
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Vital Statisties—Sydney and Suburbs — Mareh, 1919.—Tho births 
registered numbered 1,622, equal to 24:55 per 1,000 of population. 
per annum ; of the total, 818 were males and 804 females. ‘The rate is 
unsatisfactory, being 11 per cent. below the average of the previous five 
years, 

The deaths numbered 703, namely, 391 males and 312 females. The 
mortality rate of 10-64 per 1,000 of population per annum is very 
unsatisfactory, being 15 per cent. above the average of the previcus five 
years. The high rate is attributable to the abnormal number of deaths 
from influenza, 103 deaths being ascribed to this cause during the 
month. The deaths were below the average in age-group under one year, 
and above the average in age-groups 1-4 and 5-64. 

The infantile mortality was 52-4 per 1,000 births, and is 17-7 per 
cent, below the average for the month of March, for the previous five 
years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.— According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
March, 483 new buildings, as compared with 453 in March, 1918. 

The total for the three months January to March was 1,370, as 
compared with 1,203 during the corresponding period of 1918.

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No. 65.—Wheat Harvest, 1918-19, 


The final returns of the results of the wheat harvest forthe season 1918-19 have been received, 
and the quantities produced of grain and of hay in the various divisions of the State are now available, 


The area harvested for grain was 2,410,530 acres, which includes 222,050 acres which failed 
entirely. The production of grain amounted to 5,825,845 bags. equivalent (on the basis of the operations 
of the Wheat Pool, which showed rather more then 3 bushels per bag this-season) to-17,832,910 bushels, 
or 7°4 bushels per acre. 


Earlier in the year it was estimated that the yield of grain would be 18,048,000 bushels. The 
production of hay was 519,290 tons, equal to an ayerage yield of o’S tons per acre. ‘Ihe area which wag 
fed-off was 185,930 acres, or 54,520 acres less than was anticipated at the commencement: of the year. 


Of the total wheat produced viz., (17,832,910 bushels), 13,798,000 bushels, equivalent to 4,507,500 
bags, have already been pooled, the balance representing the quantity which was retained for seed 
purposes, which was destroyed, or otherwise handled by the farmers.
